OPPOSITION ATTACKS FIERCELY. 

The opposition deputies fiercely at- 
tacked the government, saying that 
the culraseters acted like Cossacks, that 
women and children had been slaugh- 
tered and that the release of M. Fer- 
roul, ex-Mayor of Narbonne, would 
alone restore order. Otherwise, ac- 
cording to one of the speakers, the 
bloody rioting of today will be the 
revolution of tomorrow.

PARIS, June 21.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.}] Dispatches tonight 
from Lisbon report that popu- 
lar hatred for the system of gov- 
ernment by decree, inftituted by 
Premier Franco, after the dis- 
missal of Parliament at the 
beginning of May, has as its 
outcome barricade fighting be- 
tween the troops and the people 
and much bloodshed.

they are well prepared in mind to grasp this story of growth 
development presented in this very impressive way; but we venture 
the guess that those of us who are most intelligent touching our own 
affairs will be startled by the showing made. This article merely 
hints at the tremendous compendium of facts. 

Naturally, the first exhibit will deal with population, the real 
foundation of all growth, development and industrial progress. The 
chart presents a comparative view of the population of twelve cities 
in the United States, includiny Los Angeles. The story is grasped at one 
glance. This striking table shows Los Angeles in 1880 a dot at the foot 
of the column, with a population of but a little over 11,000 souls. The 
table underneath shows by decades the growth of these twelve cities. 
In the twenty-six years covered by the table, the population of Los 
Angeles LEAPS FROM 11,000 TO NEARLY 290,000. From a dot on 
the chart at the bottom of the column, it jumps to the top of the col- 
umn, with a population vastly superior to the leading city of twenty- 
six years ago, and leading by long odds every other city in the dozen. 

Following this we have Chart B and Table 2. We are still deal- 
ing with population, but instead of absolute figures of numerical 
‘strength for the twelve cities, we have the gain reduced to net pro- 
portions. We find that Los Angeles city, in the twenty-six years cov- 
ered by the chart and table, has grown by 278,817 soyls. The nearest 
approach to this is Minneapolis, whose growth for the twenty-six years 
was 228,113. We lead this nearest rival by 50,000. 

The table shows the growth of twelve cities by averages and totals 
from the year 1900 to the present time. The average yearly increase 
in Los Angeles is 31,254, and the total in the six and a half years is 
187,521. In averages the closest approach to this is Kansas City, with 
an annual increase of a little over 14,000. 

Chart C and Table 3 are still a study of population. They pic- 
ture to the eye in a most graphic and impressive manner the aver- 
age yearly increase of population during the last seven years. We have 
had a fixed idea here that we were growing faster than any other city 
in the country, but who thought we were growing TEN TIMES 40 
FAST AS DETROIT, ELEVEN TIMES AS FAST AS CLEVELAND, 
twelve times as fast as Milwaukee, sixteen times as fast as Buffalo, 
and thirty-four times as fast as Cineinnati or New Orleans’? The black 
lines in the chart showing the growth of Los Angeles compared with 
the other cities in the list and the last column in the carefully prepared 
table showing the number of times we are growing faster than our 
rivals, cannot fall to arrest attention. 
> Coming to Chart D, followed by Table 4, we have a new way of 
presenting the progress of the cities treated in growth of population. 
he chart shows the superiority of growth in Los Angeles by percent- 
ages. The table carries us outside of our own city and gives the rapid 
strides being made by several other cities in Southern California, Here 
we have the promised illustration of what our back country would show. 

The growth covered by the table is only for the years since 1900, 
If Los Angeles has leaped from a little over 102,000 to 290,000, showing 
& growth of over 187,500, the smaller cities in our great back country 
have not been standing still. San Diego shows a gain of over 22,000. 
Pasadena has nearly doubled her population. Long Beach shows an 
increase of nearly twelve times. Riverside, Redlands and Santa Bar- 
Dara have all more than doubled. Pomona has nearly doubled, and 
Whittier has grown over 300 per cent. If the growth of Los Angeles 
was nearly 200,000, the growth of our city and these smaller ones in 
the territory shows an increase of 270,000. The total population of 
‘ the nine Southern California cities at the present time crowds close 
up toward a half million. These nine typical Southern California 
cities have increased in population in the six years 172 per cent. 

Now passing from population to other considerations, we find 
that growth and development have more than kept pace with the pop 
wiation. Bank clearings are acknowledged by business men and 
financiers to be an unfailing index of activity, progress and prosperity 
in any community. The compiler of these figures atid luminous charts 
is able in this instance to go back only sixteen years, for the reason 
that prior to 1890, Los Angeles had no standing whatever in bank 
clearings, having no clearinghouse. At the beginning of this sixteen- 
year period, we were AT THE BOTTOM OF THE LIST, ranking last 
of forty-four commercial cities in the United States. In ten years we 
rose frem the forty-fourth place well up along the list to thirty-second 
place, showing a growth of 46.3 per cent. Six years later, we had cut 
down one-half of the Ust above us, and risen to sixteenth position in 
the list, showing a growth of 83.67 per cent. 

A criticism frequently aimed at Los Angeles city is that we have 
nothing to live on excepting climate. Table 7 is the most convincing 
answer to this criticism ever presented in so small a space and 
striking a manner. The table sets forth the population for the year 
1900 and for 1906, the comparative number of manufacturing estab- 
lishments in the cities for these years,’ the amount of capital em- 
ployed is compared, the average number of employees, also the wages 
paid, and lastly the value of the product. 

We now come to the last of these exceedingly impressive exhibits 
of growth, progress and prosperity. it is Table 8. It is perhaps 
the most instructive of all the presentations made in this series. 
It deals with the career of nearly a dozen of the largest cities in 
the country during the disastrous years of depression between 1892 
and 1897. Here Los Angeles is able to make a comparison which 
no other city can approach. 

THE CITY BOLDLY CHALLENGES COMPARISON in this re 
spect, not only with the cities of her own class, but with all the larg- 
est cities of the counry, not excepting New York. In those years of 
general depression, the bank clearings in the-city of Los Angeles 
rose steadily. When the depression began in 1892, the bank clearings 
here for that year amounted to a little more than $39,500,000. For 
1894 they were nearly $44,700,000, and for 1897 they were over $59,- 
000,000, showing a growth during this period of great depression of 
nearly $20,000,000, or almost 50 per cent. How was it with other cities? 
New York fell between 1892 and 1894 by the enormous amount of 
about $12,000,000,000. She regained about half of this between 1894 
and 1897, showing at the end of the period of depression a very great 
loss of business activity. Boston's record falls away between 1892 
and 1894 by nearly $1,000,000,000, or almost 25 per cent. This city, 
however, recovered and more, her standing by 1897. Chicago fell off 
enormously in business and had not nearly regained her former posi- 
tion at the end of the period of depression. Buffalo during this dull 

lost nearly 50 per cent. in her bank clearings. So with 
all the cities taken in the table. There is an evidence of great busi- 
ness depression, of falling away in business, as shown by the smaller 
bank clearings, during this whole period. The impressive fact is 
that Los Angeles not only did not take a retrograde course during 
this period in this respect, but actually grew, and grew largely. 

‘ This series of exhibits will furnish the most impressive as 
well as the most convincing demonstration of our steady and wonder- 
ful growth. They are well worth preservation for future reference by 
all who are interested in the magical story of unparalleled growth in 
population, wealth, business and prosperity of this city, which dur- 
ing these twenty-six years has been constantly attracting the atten- 
tion of the civilized world.

“Here was Haywood, whose brothers 
were oppressed and imprisoned, with- 
out trial, and harshly treated: and in 
strong language he criticizes and de- 
nounces the action of the man who 
was responsible for conditions then 
existing. This was in 1899, and Steu- 
nen was killed in 1965. Why, 
Your Honor, are we going o accept 
such language at such a time as evi- 
dence on which to hang this man? 

SHOWS JUDGE LAW. 

In conclusion, Mr. Richardson said: 

“Now. Your Honor, I have shown 
you the law, and I have given you the 
facts as to the evidence. I have pre- 
sented this case with all candor. 

“This case has been discussed from 


one end of this country to the other 


by the newspapers and by all people 
until we found difficulty in getting a 
ury.

IL CONTRACT 
FOR MILLIONS.

SANTA BARBARA, June 21. 


-A %5,000,000 contract for the 
delivery of 10,000,000 barrels of 
oil, within a period of four 
years, has been signed by the 
Western Union Oil Company 
with the Standard Oil Company. 
This was announced last night, 
and comprises the largest deal 
ever made in the Santa Maria 
oll fields. The dozen or more 
stockholders will receive 50 
cents a barrel for the entire 
10,000,000. The product of the 
company is to be delivered di- 
rectly into the pipes of the 


pioneers in the proven, rich 
Santa Marta field. It perse- 
vered in its search for oil, and, 
after many disappointments, 
found it in rich quantities. The 
concern now has thirty-two 
wells, of which all but two are 
good producers. Drilling in two 
additional wells are expected to 
bring them in within a short 
time. Among the company's 
wells are some ranking with the 
best in California. These, it is 
stated, have a capacity of about 
3000 barrels daily each. The 
company's stock is held closely 
by mostly Los Angeles capital- 
ists, and is now quoted at $450.

A strip of land sixty feet wide on 
the United States side of the Mexican 
line has been set aside as an open 
ground for the benefit of the customs 
officers who patrol the boundary. 

Over this stretch of territory the 
smugglers .will have to make a dash

All such buildings now standing on 
public lands will have to be removed, 
and no more can be erected, thus ald- 
ing the customs officers in their de- 
tection of emuggling operations. 

There are scores’ of establishments 
in California and the two Territories 
where such stores and houses exist.

MUST BE KEPT OPEN. 

Federal officers and agents in Los 
Angeles are in receipt of official ad- 
vices from Washington, informing 
them of the provisions of the procla- 
mation signed by President Roosevelt 
on May 27, providing that thie sixty- 
foot strip be kept free from obstruc- 
tion as a protection agains’ the opera- | 
tion of smugglers. 

This strip, according to the informa- 
tion received here, will extend along 
the Mexican border from the Pacific 
Ocean through California, Arizona and 
New.

WITNESS TELLS OF OLD MAN 
BRINGING SLATES HOME. 


interesting Testimony in Swit to 
Recover Part of Haddock Fortune. 
Deposition of Medium’s Wife Shows 


“Prof.” Frank M. Donovan, fre- 
quently mentioned in unflattering con- 
nectiong by witnesses in the suit of 
Frank D. Haddock and Mrs. Sarah 
Whitsett to recover a part of their 
grandfather's scattered une, chose 
to absent himself from J 
courtroom yesterday. At Thursday's 
session he had been apparently undis- 
turbed by the unpleasant things which 
were being said about him. He was 
subpoenaed as a witness, but will not 
be called upon to testify until several 
other witnesses have been called. 

Yesterday morning the reading of 
the deposition of Mrs. Mary E. Dono- 
van was resumed, and was continued 
until 5:15 in the evening, when F. J. 
Gtllmore was called to the stand. 

Gilmore testified that he was man- 
ager of the California Hotel in 1894, 
when Charies G. Haddock and Mrs. 
Sarah Haddock took quarters there. 
He became a close acquaintance of the 
family, and Mr. Haddock employed him 
as his agent in Los Angeles. 

The witness told of Haddock’s grief 
at the death of his first wife, of the 
severe illness which followed. A few 
months after the death of Sarah Had- 


dock. the witness stated, Mr. Haddock’ 


began going to the medium. 

“He used to come home with two 
or three slates under his arm, and 
say: ‘I've got some more messages 
from Sadie. He always wanted to 
read them to me. For some time the 
messages were just affectionate ones, 
but after awhile they began advising 
him to do things. 

“He told me he had every confidence 
in Sadie’s messages, and would do 
what she told him to. One slate mes- 
sage, I remember, advised him to 
up to Shasta county and invest in 
some mines there. He did it. 

“Some time before he married his 
second wife he told me Sadie had 
said he should marry again, because 
then she could communicate with him 
better, and that she said he should 
have children. 

“The day he married his second wife 
he drove up to the door in a hack, 
with the woman, and asked me to go 
with him. I excused myself, and they 
drove off.” 

In the deposition of the medium's 
wife, a statement was made that 
Donovan got no part of the great for- 
tune which the old man was induced 
to give up at the supposed command 
of his dead wife. In answer to a query 
as to why her husband had planned the 
marriage of Haddock with Mrs. Lee 
Nelson, Mrs. Donovan had said: 

“He told me it was because he had 

mised Lee he would do it.” 

“He did it because he was an hon- 
orabie man, to keep his promise?” was 


asked. 

“He was an honorable man, though a 
medium.” 

“But wasn't that a dishonorable 
act?“ 


“Yes, he did that one dishonorable 
act, but he got no money from it ex- 
cept $2 for the sittings.”

stated that the original plan of having 
Haddock marry Mrs. Lee Nelson in- 
cluded separation “after she got what 
she wanted.”

Theresa M. Hartley, believing her- 
self a legal resident of California, ap- 
peared in the Superior Court yester- 
day, accompanied by her four young 
children and an attorney. Her hur- 
band also appeared. 

Frank J. Hartley is a tall, dark-eyed 
young man. His wife is a rather 
handsome young woman, to whom a

Mrs. Hartley wanted temporary au- 
mony, pending the hearing of her sult 
for divorce. 

As regards her residence, she stated 
that she and her husband had come 
to Los Angeles in November, 1906, for 
the winter, and before the winter was 
over they had elected to make their 
permanent home here.

The 
husband thought the wife should sell 
her jewelry to pay it. as she had in- 
curred it needlessly.

Prior to this he had been presented 
with a roll containing an address 
from pupils of the Krishna School, and 
signed by them, as a souvenir of the 
ecvasion.
